Huge Trucks Are Guided 
By Searchlights 
at Night ^

' Three trucks, six men and 66 bar- 
rels of alleged beer waa counted In 
the storlea pllotod Wedneaday night 
by aherlff's ofllce against the liquor 
trafllc In Lake county. 

Thla boosts the total number of 
barrels to 243, the contents of 10 hav- 
ing found Its way through the sew- 
ers to Lake Michigan already. 

Three Racine men were given a 
Jolt of S300 each and coats Wednes- 
day night by Justice Hervey Coulson. 
Those who paid gave Iheir names as 
Peter Madeson, Morris Mndeson and 
ChriB Flatten. Peter Madeaon is aald 
to be an old timer. 

Their truck was picked up late on 
Wednesday near Gurnee as It waa 
headed for Chicago. The cargo con- 
stated of 25 barrels of beer. 

This party waa not cut down with- 
out a atruggle. Deputy Harry Ahl- 
Btrom, pei'plng under a high chair, 
noted the barrela on the bottom of 
the truck. He ordered the crew ar- 
rested and they responded by speed- 
ing away. The chase lasted for a 
mile, the deputies being content to 
bring them down without a shot. 

The nno and coats of these three 
men amounted to $nyO. The value of 
their cargo was estimated at $2,599, 
bringing the total loss to $3,490.

It Is said the hoy waa in the water 
for 15 minutes before some men em- 
ployed nearby were attracted by the 
criea of the other boys, and got the 
hoy. It la reported that the boy 
when he alipped. went under tho pier 
and could not get from under it. Dr. 
Beehe waa called, but pronounced the 
hoy dead. 

The boya were spending their vaca- 
tion with their aunt, Mrs. Koukel, 
who has Just opened a store near 
Lake Marie on the Channel Lake 
road. 

The boys father was notified In Chi- 
cago. Bealdes his father, tho boy 
leaves two brothers and three sisters, 
his mother being dead.

CO-OPERATION 

Many Conferences and Practical 

Measures Are Bettering 

Farm Situation From 

Ground Up. 



The merits of Intermediate and 
long-time agricultural credit now 
available, organization and co-opera- 
tion of producers for balanced pro- 
duction, and orderly marketing are 
tho chief topics of discussion nt many 
banker-farmer conferences being hold 
in various parts of tho country with 
the assistance of tho .Amprlcan Bank- 
ers Association. 

At a Texas Agricultural College 
meeting representatives of ngrliiul- 
tural and livestock associations 
agreed that there Is no such thing as 
over-production, and that every In- 
crease In production should raise the 
standard of living higher. They saw 
need for the organization of producore 
tor balanced production and orderly 
marketing to relieve tho stress In 
agrlnulture, with credit provided of 
Bufllclent tlmo to cover furra and 
ranch turnover. 

Legislation Not Wanted 
Further legislative action was not 
considered appropriate. In fact, there 
wat actual opposition to further gov- 
ernment action to assist in economic 
adjustnient, everyone there being in 
somplete accord that conditions were 
propitious as far as existing Institu- 
tions were concerned to raise the 
farmer and stockman to a proper 
economic place In the business world. 
The eatabllahment of tho Jntor- 
mediate Credit Bank was declared to 
bo tho last step In tho provision of 
necessary agencies of credit, while 
sufllclent opportunity for co-operation 
Exists in present organizations. 

The Agricultural Commission of ths 
American Bankers Association wa> 
described aa a. means of co-operatloc 
between bankers and farmers and its 
work explained In bringing bankers 
tn more intlmato touch with the 
actjal problems of tho farm to de- 
velop Increased helnfulncss. 

Banker-farmer conferences havo 
been arranged by the Agricultural 
CornmlsHlon p( the American Bankers 
, Asfloclatlon at the stato agricultural 
coliegea la Indiana, Michigan, Ohio, 
Iowa, Illinois. South Dakota, Minne- 
sota. North Dakota, MonUna. Kansaa, 
Oklahoma. Colorado, and Wyoming. 
The Oregon Bankers Association la 
engaged In the promotion of confer- 
ences In on effort to bring about 
dlversUled agriculture. 

Practical Aid by Banks 
Offlctals of a largo Astoria, Orogon, 
bank are taking an active part In 
making farming a real business In 
their community. A group of dairy- 
men wanted to borrow aufflclent 
money to buy a carload of purcbroil 
Qucrnseya. Then* wore practically 
no purebred Guernseys In the county, 
Those dairymen had Utile money so 
they took tho matter up with this 
bank. A letter of credit for J1G,000 
was given to them Immediately on a 
Joint note. 

It meant tho starting of purebred 
Guernsey herds In the county and 
most of the dairymen who purchased 
tho animals have sold enough of tho 
offspring to pay for the original in- 
vestment One of the dairymen says, 
"Had tho bank not been liberal in 
making this loan, the original impor- 
tation could not have been made and 
the county would not have at this 
tlmo the reputation It now has as one 
of the Guernsey centers of the North- 
west'*

AGE AND SIZE OF COCKERELS 
DETERMINE TIME TO CAPONIZE 
Within the laHt few years the busl- 
netiH of producing capons has grown 
rapidly In this country, and Increasing 
numbers of capons are being raised 
In the middle western states. During 
the winter months capon Is regularly 
quoted In the markets of the large 
eafitern cities. Maesachusetta and 
Xew Jersey are the great centers for 
the growing of capons, while Boston, 
.Vow York and Philadelphia arc the 
Importaftt markets. 

The time of year when caponlzing 
should be performed, so far as the ef- 
fects of the operation and the rapidity 
and ease of healing are concerned, Ib 
of lliile Importance, The capons seem ; 
to recover and do well ut any time. 
Certain other considerations, however, 
do Induence the time, says the United 
States department of agriculture. The 
age and size of the cockerel are very 
important. As soon as the cockerel 
weigh l»-i to 2',4 pounds, or when 2 
to 4 months old, they should be oper- 
ated upon. The lower age and weight 
limits apply particularly to the Ameri- 
can breeds, while the higher apply to 
the Asiatics. If smaller than this, 
their bodies do not give room enough 
to work hiindlly. On the other hand, 
they should never be over 6 months 
old, aH by this lime the testicles have 
developed to a considerable extent, 
the spermatic arteries carry greater 
amounts of blood, and the danger of 
pricking these arteries and causing 
the fowl to bleed to death is greatly 
increased. 

The fact that capons are in greatest 
demand and bring the best prices from 
the Christmas season until the end of 
March, and ibat it Ukes about ten 
months to grow and finish them prop- 
erly, makes It Important to hatch the 
chlclvs in early spring so that they 
will .'jt- of the proper si-.;*; for caponiz- i 
ing in June, July and AiJf;nst. These 1 
are by far the most popular months 
tor the operation, though In some 
cases It is performed still later.

APOPLEXY FATAL TO JOSEPH 
HUNTE>? AT LONG BEACH, CAL. 
Joseph Plunter, pioneer and well 
known Grand Army man, died this 
morning at G:30 at the Soaalde hos- 
pital. Mr. Hunter sufTered a* stroke 
of apoplexy Tuesday afternoon" nt 
2:30 on his way to the gas o nice and 
fell unconscious at Second and Amor- 
lean avenue." He, was taken to the 
hospital and Tuesday afternoon ral- 
lied enough to recognize relatives, 
but relapsed again Into a coma 
which continued until this morning. 
Mr. Hunter, familiar known as Col- 
onel Hunter was 78 years old. 

A resident of Long Beach for 22 
years Mr. Hunter witnessed and as- 
sisted In the policies and building 
that has changed the community 
from the small town of 22 years ago 
to the city of today. Although retir- 
ed, his property holding, which he 
managed himself, and his Interest in 
civic (level»pment enabled him to 
take active part in the public life of 
the city. Included la his Long Beach 
property Is the cite on which stands 
the rroducers Market on American 
avenue, and be nlao owns large hold- 
ings In San Pedro. 

His fondness for trees led him to 
aupervlse the planting of many of the 
palm trees along Ocean boulevard 
and other parts of the city. 

At the Out break of the civil war 
Mr. Hunter enlisted In company K 
Twelfth Illinois Infantry although he 
was only 17 years of ago. Among his 
most cherished experiences were his 
march to the aea with Sherman nnc^ 
voting for Lincoln. Although not 
of age hi> was giveu the right to vote 
by bidhtf n uoldier. 

In 1S71 he went to Nebraska where 
ho was again connected with the ear- 
ly history of pioneer days. He assist- 
ed in oranizlng AVebster county, Ne- 



braska, and named the town of Guide 
Rock, Avhero he made his home. Ho 
married Mary B. Hughes, February 
23, 1S7C, in Guide Rock, Nob., Mrs. 
Hunter, survives him. Following the 
pioneer spirit he came to Long Beach 
in 1001 and became a staunch booster 
of tho city. 

Besides his widow ho Is survlTCd 
by three daughters. Mrs. B. H. Horn, 
Mrs. Ralph E. Boggs and Mrs. Lome 
D. Dlddough of Long Beach, one sis- 
ter, Mrs. Mary Sibley of Salem,- Wis., 
and five brothers, Robert, Hunter of 
nichmond. 111,, H.' B. Hiinter of Guide 
Rock, Neb., William and Henry Hun- 
ter of Antloch, 111., and John Hunter 
of Long Beach; one nclce, Mrs. Fred 
Wilson of Long Beach, two nephews, 
Harvey and Fred Hunter of Long 
Beach and two grandchildren, Dor- 
othy Alice and Robert Hunter Mid- 
dough. 

Among organizations Mr. Hunter 
was active In tho G. A. R. and the 
Odd Fellows lodge.
